New Brockton Town Council 
gets update on furniture sale 


lor peanut butter monument.

The New -Brockton Town 
Couneil ~ zoomed through, its 
agenda Monday. evening, Aug. 


6. during the regular: monthly - 


meeting us. most. items. served 
only as updates for the council, 

Mayor Charles Cole began 
the meeting by updating council 
members on the sale of furniture 
for the Peanut Butter 
‘Monument. é 

Since the beginning of June. 
the Town of New Brockton has 
been selling furniture built by 
Raytield Reynolds of Elba as an 
effort to accumulate funds for 
the erection of a monument 
commemorating New Brockton 
as the first town in the nation to 
produce number one peanut but- 
ter. 

During Monday evenings 
meeting, Cole told council 
members that the town has made 
$891 thus far in the sale of the 
furniture. Also, he said there are 
currently several orders for var- 
ious’ items of-furniture awaiting 
construction: : 

“We're still not really pushing 
‘it. (the furniture sale), Cole 
said. “This -has.. mostly come 
from people reading. or hearing 
about it,” 

He said anyone interested in 
purchasing a piece of the wood 
furniture should contact the 
New Brockton Town Hall. 
Pieces are available for view or 
orders can be taken. 

New Brockton Police Chief 
Jerry Gilbert was scheduled to 
address the council with ‘an 
update of the cellular phone ser- 
vice; however, Gilbert was 
unable to attend the meeting due 


to family obligations. - 

Mayor Cole said itis his 
understanding that the ‘digital 
units approved “by ‘the council 
for purchase. during: the ‘July 
meeting are serving the needs of 
the police department. The digi- 
tal units were purchased ‘to 
replace the cellular telephones 
in the patrol cars. During the 
July meeting. Gilbert told coun- 


~Cil,members he felt moving to 


the digital system would better 


serve the department and would 


be more cost effective. 

Mayor Cole also took the 
responsibility of delivering the 
police chief’s monthly report to 
council members during 
Monday evening's meeting. 

He said the chief had told him 
that the patrol cars are averaging 
about 50 miles per shift, and gas 
cost the town approximately 
$188 less during the month of 
July. 

The mayor also announced 
that Brandon Lassiter, a’ full- 
time ‘police officer, had left the 
department to ‘accept a position 
elsewhere: Cole said the town 
was “not looking to. replace 
Lassiter with another full-time 
officer, and a part-time officer 
had already -beén acquited: to 
replace him, 

Jeff Shelton has been hired by 
the police department to serve as 
a part-time officer 

“This will give us only four 
full-time officers,” Cole said:

Who. insist on shirking 
their responsibilities to ‘their chil- 
dren,” said Fuller.

The board’ did hear from Mr 
Joseph. Danley’ who is. upset 
about water damuge to,his prop- 
erty.. Mr. Danley said he had 
discussed this with commission- 
ers and the engineer for several 
years but the problem still 
exIsts 

County — Engineer) Randy 
Tindell showed the commission- 
ers a video of the area being dis- 
cussed by Mr. Danley and gave 
each commissioner drawings of 
the watershed which. drained 
across the road in question, 
County Road 212. a dirt road.” 

Tindell explained that the area 
is in the flood plain and the cost 
of doing what Mr. Danley was 
requesting would be very high. 

The.commissioners and the 
engineer agreed to try some less 
expensive modifications and see 
if that would help the problem, 


The Coffee County. Jail still 
has -some water «dripping 
through the roof, reportedly 
from the air conditioning sys- 
tem,. Jail Supervisor. Zack 
Andrews told the commission. 
Phil Rugg said they. were work- 
ing on the problem. 

The county jail has about 106 
inmates at this time, in a facility 
with a capacity of 126. About 
25 of these are State prisoners, 

The commissioners approved 
a pay raise for the Revenue 
Commissioner. under a legisla- 
tive bill passed by the Alabama 
Legislature: Commissioner 
Robert Stephens. opposed the 
action, saying the long range 
impact on the taxpayers was too 
much. He noted that the legisla- 
tive. action would already give 
the same percentage raises to 
elected officials each: year, as 
the commissioners raised coun- 
ty employees. 

The commission voted to turn 
Sales tax and the tobacco: tax 
collection over to LGR, ata cost 
less than is being charged by the 


Alabama’ Department of 
Revenue. 
Commissioner Stephens 


opposed this. also, -saying “It 
sounds wonderful, but a bird in 
the hand is worth two in the 
bush,.and we know the state is 
poing to pay us.” 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told commissioners that 
officials with the Farm Market 


Authority of Alabama has been 
highly complimentary of Coffee 
County on administering the 
pilot program which furnished 
vegetables to elderly citizens. 
Coffee County operated the pro- 
gram more efficiently and with 
fewer problems than any of the 
others in the pilot program, 

A ‘committee was appointed 
to set prices on lots in- the 
Industrial Park located on 
Highway #125, across from the 
Coffee County landfill. named 
to that committee are Jim 
Thompson, Robert Stephens 
and*Doug Dalymple. Engineer 
Randy Tindol and Administrator 
Wilson Mobley will also serve 
on this committee. 

Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks abstained from voting 
on the committee appointments. 

Continuing, complaints about 
county garbage pick-up was dis: 
cussed) by commissioners. A 
motion to deduct payments 
when the company failed to pick 
up garbage was discouraged by 


‘the county attorney and was 


tabled until the matter could be 
discussed with representatives 
of the contractor, 

The commissioners 
announced a work Session for 
Tuesday afternoon to ‘work on 
the budget for the coming year 
and to discuss redistricting of 
the commission districts. They 
‘will also meet with the garbage 
contractor on several problems:

Elba School Board continues to 
battle with proration of state funds

The Elba City Sehool Board 


members heard some good and 
some bad news last. Thursday 
evening. 

The bad news was continuing 
reports of proration of education 
funds from the State of 
Alabama. Superintendent 
Danny Weeks told board mem 
bers of recent reports out. of 
Montgomery indicating a possi- 
ble increase in the percentage of 
proration of state education 
funds for the balance of the fis- 
cal year, Weeks said he expected 
to get the official word and 
amount of additional proration 
in the next few days, 

The Elba school system could 
possibly complete the fiscal 
year (September 30) without 
additional borrowing from the 
bank if there is no additional 
state fund cuts. This is in spite of 
the fact the regular monthly 
state check was cut $26,000 
below the normal allotted funds, 
Weeks explained that being able 
to pay salaries from capital 
funds and textbook funds make 
this feat a possibility. However, 


it could cause trouble, in later: 


years as repairs funded from the 


capital fund have gone undone 
ind will collect into larger annu- 
al maintenance needs. 

The good news included ‘a 
report that the new school year 
started smoothly in what Weeks 
described’ as “A Great School 
Opening!” 

School teachers will get addi- 
tional training during the regular 
teacher in-service days, This 
will include professional guid- 
ance in dealing with at risk stu- 
dents (both academically and 
socially) with teachers learning 
to work as a team to meet these 
problems. They will also get 
training on behavioral interven- 
tion strategies (ways to improve 
student behavior) by working as 
a group with students and par- 
ents. There will be building 
based support teams to help 
make this program a success. 

Weeks also gave board mem- 
bers a hint of some additional 
good news when he said a 
detailed report at the next board 
meeting would show board 
members that the most recent 
Writing Assessment scores are . 

. Tremendous!!! 

Budget hearings for the com- 
ing year are set to begin on 
Monday, August 27th.

Everett working to protect peanut 
growers in new federal farm bill

The New Peanut Program 
Provisions Will Protect Peanut 
Growers Who: Face Mounting 
Opposition in Washingtorm and 
frdain Foreign Imports 

ASHINGTON — ~~ The 
House Agriculture Committee 
began mark-up of. the new ten- 
year federal farm bill Thursday, 
agreeing on the specifics of the 


“new peanut program tite which 


protect growers. and the peanut 
industry from Washington oppo- 
nents and cheap foreign imports, 
Congressman Terry Everett, R- 
Enterprise, announced. - ; 

_ Everett, chairman of the 
House Agriculture 
Subcommittee . on * Specialty 
Crops and Foreign Agriculture 
Programs (which oversees ‘fed- 
eral peanut policy), was.instru- 
mental in drafting the new 
peanut program language which 
was adopted today in. comimit- 
tee, 

“Forces> are combining to 
bring about the -end of the 
peanut program and we must 
respond to protect the growers 
and the industry,” Everett said. 


“The new peanut program lan- 
guage addresses ‘the main. con- 
cerns of the current program's 
growing. bi-partisan’. political 
opposition in Washington while 
also protecting the growers from 
the rise in foreign . peanut 
imports, 

“Starting ins 2004, the North 
American Free Trade 


Agreement (NAFTA) will allow - 


unlimited access to peanuts. and 
peanut butter from Mexico, In 
addition, similar‘access could be 
given to other Latin American 
countries through the proposed 
Free Trade Area of the Americas 
agreement. We must have a 
peanut program that addresses 
this surge in cheap imported 
peanuts and doés not attract 
continual political opposition in 
‘the Halls of Congress. — 
“Peanut producers, -shellers 
and manufacturers alike have 
testified before my subcommit- 
tee this summer that the time to 
change the peanut program is 
now. Having all three segments 
of the industry together is a his- 
toric feat and demonstrates the 
need for this change to occur so 
that the domestic peanut indus- 


try can Stay viable.’ 

The new peanut title adopted 
in committee Thursday would 
phase out the current peanut 
quota system oyer five years, 
providing quota holders a 10 
cent-a-pound ‘buy-out for their 
quota peanuts over the five-year 
period: Furthermore, the pro: 
gram would be transformed into 
a market loan structure whereby 
the federal government guaran; 
tees growers a’ $350-a-ton: mar- 
ket loan payment, while setting 
the domestic peanut target price 
at $480-a-ton. — In. addition, 
growers would receive a $36-a- 
ton fixed decoupled payment. 

“By gradually removing the 
political bull’s eye from the 
peanut ‘program; we are able 
retain a program. which can be 
profitable for growers and avoid 
further attack. The. shift to -a 
market loan program will also 
ensure that growers ‘can make a 
profit in the face of rising for- 
eign imports.” 

The new peanut title is part of 
the new ten-year Farm Bill 
which is expected to be cleared 
through the House Agriculture 
Committee by early next week. 


City Council reviewing 2000 census numbers before 
deciding on redistricting of the five city council: districts

The Elba City Council mem- 
bers are reviewing the require- 
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ments to determine if Elba city 
council districts should be redis- 
tricted following the 2000 cen- 
sus reports. Federal laws require 
this. periodic realigning if dis- 
trict population sizes vary over a 
predetermined percentage. 
Council members plan to dis- 
cuss this issue in’an informal 
session planned for 
Monday evening at 5:30 p.m. 
Also to be discussed is annual 
budget needs for the next fiscal 
year. 

The council will also hold a 
short official meeting to open 
bids. on a new DARE car, Mayor 
James Grimes said during the 
Monday night meeting that the 
only item to be discussed in this 
special called meeting is the 
DARE car purchase, 

Council members were also 
given copies of a study on the 
cost and income from new 
sewer connections, The printed 
study shows the average labor 
and equipment cost when the 
sewer main is not in the street is 
$91.64 per hour, When the line 
is under the pavement the cost 
goes higher, There is an addi- 
tional cost when pipe fittings are 
used. PVC sewer pipe cost 
$2.00 per foot and one frequent- 
ly used fitting cost $17.40 each. 
If it is necessary to bore under a 
state highway to reach the sewer 
main line, the cost could run 
into the thousands of dollars. 


The city presently charges 
$100.00 per sewer tap, regard- 
less of complexity. 

Also there is*a deposit of 
$5.00 required for each sewer 
tap. The sewer tap study reeom 
mends increasing this to $30.00, 

Thescouncil approved a, reso 
lution addressed to the Alabama 
State Mental Health Board offi 
cially endorsing the continued 
presence. of the South Central 
Mental Health Board in Elba 
and Coffee County. 

Monthly bills totaling 
$21,600.33 were approved for 
payment. They included 
$2,061.39 for vehicle and equip 
ment repairs; $2,096.25 for

Citizens Aide; and $4,842.00 for 
annual flood insurance payment 
on city hall, police department 
building, fire department build- 
ing and the Legion Field press 
box, 
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
